dential election. 
The Mexican situation today seems 
to be more complicated and full of 
menace than at uny time since Villa 
led a raid on Columbus. 
There are two phases In the sit u a ­ 
tion:

Wallace. 
American, 
was 
m urdered by a Carranza soldier last 
W ednesday, and evidently the slayer 
was not even arrested. 
Wra. O. Jenkins, American consul­ 
a r agent, is still held in jail ut Pu eb ­ 
lo in defiance of 
this 
g o v e rn m e n t’s 
flat demand for his release. 
The state departm ent 
today 
was 
expecting to send to Carranza a de­ 
m and for the punishm ent of W a l­ 
lace's murderer. 


Unless Carranza makes satisfactory 
am en d s in the Wallace and Jenkins 
cases there is reason to believe that 
th e state departm ent will recommend 
to President Wilson that diplomatic 
relations with the southern republic 
be severed, and that Mexico be tr e a t ­ 
ed as an inte rnational outlaw. 


Actual armed intervention is not 
in prospect.

would probably necessitate s t r e n g t h ­ 
e n in g of the border guard.
